The indications which 
were strong last evening, that the Repub- 
licans would be able to organize the House, 
proved illusory. The three men—Sproul, 
Voter, and snow—who had day before yes- 
terday announced their determination to have 
nothing to do with the counting-out con- 
spiracy were faithful in spite of the extraor- 
dinary. efforts to shake them; but all the ex- 
pectations that the others would join them 
were 

AT LEAST DISAPPOINTED. 

The stories of attem bribery that were 
put in 8 last night are startling 
enough to s who are not fa- 
miliar with K. desperate politicians 
to produce effects on public mind. The 
affidavits are all very guarded on the point of 
naming anybody with whom the negotiation 
was conducted. Nobody is personally ac- 
cused, and therefore 

NO DENIAL IS POSSIBLE. 
They have all the earmarks of the political 
roorback, The Fusionists, however, assert 
that they are bona fide, and profess astonish- 


against such corruption. The solicitude of 
those who support the counting-out fraud for 
public virtue is only exceeded by their anxie- 

2 for the sanctity of the Constitution and the 
aws. 

Talbot, the Speaker chosen, is an old man, 
whose portrait would pass for a caricature of 
Judge E. R. Hoar. He is a lawyer, and some- 
thing of a parliamentarian, and Mr. Hale was 
able to obtain from him rulings on his points, 
although they were commonly overruled on 
every vote. He made the point that no 
quorum had voted: 

MR. HALE’S SPEECHES 

to-day were very forcible, and, although they 
seemingly produced little effect on the As- 
sembly, there is evidence to-night that they 
are seriously concerned about some of his 
points, especially the one warning them 
that the Court had declared the law of 
quorum would doubtless enforce it by en- 
joining the execution of any acts illegally 
done. Some Fusionists blame the Governor 
and Council for not counting out Hale. 

Both Republicans and Fusionists have held 
caucuses since the adjournment. The Re- 
publicans will qualify to-morrow if permitted 
to, but will still pursue the policy of defeat 
ing a quorum whenever a vote is taken until 
they have assurances that justice will be 
done. Arrangements are in progress look- 
ing to the procurement of an injunction 
against the paymentof any money to execute 

Legislative orders illegally passed. 

There is no disposition to yield the contest 
on account of anything done to-day. There 
are various rumors afloat. concerning the

MIT MEMBERS FROM THE DISFRANCHISED 
CITIES. 


Four of the Fusion party voted with Hale 
on this matter to-day, and it is said that more 
of them threaten to revolt from the Pillbury 
program. Some of them say they would 
have done so to-day if these resolutions had 
not gone out, but little confidence is to be 
placed on these excuses for inexcusable pro- 
ceedings. 

At midnight it is admitted by Republicans 
that the Fusionists had in the hall to-day 
their full strength of seventy-five men. 

The proceedings to-day were at times very 
boisterous and ridiculous. When the Gover- 
nor and Council came into the hall to admin- 
ister the oath to the members, they were 
hissed and applauded. When the Governor 
concluded his little speech with the expres- 
sion of regard for the Constitutition and law, 
it was greeted with derisive laughter and 
hisses.

AN EVENTFUL DAT. 
IN THE SENATE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

AvGusTA, Me., Jan. 7.—In the Senate the 
business of the day was done with quietness, 
and the company of spectators was not very 
large, the interest centering in the House. 
The attempt was made, or rather the oppor 
tunity was offered, to admit the elected Sen- 
ators who were counted out, but it was 
steadily resisted, both before organization 
and afterward. The Republicans holding cer- 
tificates, although they -qualified, not 
vote except on the motion to appoint a spe- 
cial committee to consider the matter of va- 
cancies. On this vote enough of the Fusion- 
ists acted with the Republicans to carry the 
matter. 

The other important and significant act was 
the appearance of Eben F. Pillsbury, an out- 
sider, by President Lamson’s chair, after he 
was chosen, to coach him in his duties. 

THE SCENE IN THE HOUSE 
was one of the strangest ever witnessed in a 
legislative body. The seating of the Repre- 
sentative Chamber is like that of an old-fash-

pine, are like school-desks. All the vacant 
spaces on the floor were filled with a 
miscellaneous crowd of officials and ex- 
officials, newspaper correspondents, and 
the great public. Some  discrimina- 
tion was exercised before “the mu- 
sic” began, and afterwards very little, 
if any. ‘Two high, small galleries were 
packed with men. Two ladies were present, 
The hour for begining the session was 10 
o’clock, but the Clerk did not call the House 
to order until 10:30, the preceding three- 
quarters of an hour. being occupied in draw- 
intg for seats. 
EUGENE HALE CAME IN 
a little before 10, and took a front seat at the 
extreme left of the Speaker’s chair. Clerk 
Staples, of the last Legislature, although 
present, did not call the members to order. 
That was done by the Assistant Clerk, W. E. 
Gibbs, who, as the sequel proves, was 
equal toany emergency, requiring arbitrary 
and lawless conduct on the part of the pre- 
siding officer. As soon as the roll was called, 
before the announcement of the result was 
made, Dickney, the leading Fusionist on the 
floor, made the motion to notify the Govern- 
or. Then Hale took the floor on a question 
of privilege, and moved to admit the elected 
members from the cities disfranchised. He 
began an earnest speech, when he was 
INTERRUPTED BY A CALL TO ORDER, 
which the Clerk sustained.

Three cheers were given for Gov. Garce- 
lon, followed by prolonged hisses.

THE LANDLORDS - CLAIM AGAINST THE 


Earl Dunraven new eomes forward as the 
spokesman for the Irish landlerds. He con- 
tributes several columns of a defense to 
Jim Bennett, who puts the communication 
into the Telegram, which is the evening edi- 
tion of the New York Herald, and thus re 
lieves the latter of some of the odium it has 
attracted’ as the American organ of the 
British Tories and assailant of the Irish, who 
have built it up. : 

The Karl Dunraven condemns the Parnell 
land agitation in violent language, but he 
suggests nothing but emigration for the fature 
relief of the Injsh masses. He would per- 
petuate the present feudal system of de 
spoiling 5,000,000 people for the benefit of 
5,000 non-resident land monopolists. He 
would continup to fleece the peasantry of 
every penny they can earn, in order that the 
absentee landlards may reside on the Con- 
tinent, and spend the millions thus exacted 
in dissipation, gambling, and riotous living. 
In all cases where masses of Irishmen can 
no longer sustain themselves, when they and 
their families are driven to the verge of 
starvation, or ‘when they revolt, against 
the iniquitous’ oppression, he would ex- 
patriate them and let them find their 
way in the steerage of ships to America, 
without money and without resources. He 
would swell the poorer classes of the A meri- 
can cities after depriving the agricultural la- 
borers of Ireland of the means to acquire 
farms in this country, This is a selfish and 
cruel view of the Irish distress. 

The French 
peasants before the French Revolution in 
much the same fashion that Dunraven now 
talks to the Irish people. ‘They told the 
French sert farmers that rents were “ debts,”’ 
that they must pay or vacate their leaseholds, 
that starvation was their own affair, and that 
they must choose between the eternal tribute 
and eviction. ‘The result was that the peas- 
ants of France joined the starved classes of 
the cities and overthrew the feudal land 
system. The French nobles and the Church 
clergy lost their lands and rents, and the 
French farmers became the owners in fee by 
purchase from the Revolutionary Govern- 
ment, and have.eontinued to h them with 
a firm grip ever since. This land revolution 
extended into Belgium and Southern and 
Western Germany, and wherever French 
dominion asserted itself. 

Dunraven’s main reason for predicting the 
failure of the Parnell, plan for land owner- 
ship by the farmers is in direct contlict with 
the general Tory position. It has been con- 
tended all along that the tenant farmers, 
after gaining the aid of Government in the 
repurchase of their lands, would seil them 
out again to the wealthy few, and that the 
lands would drift back into large holdings, 
and that there would thus be a revival of 
landlordism. But Dunraven advances the 
theory that the farmers would subdivide the 
lands among the various members of their 
families until the farms would dwindle into 
mere potato patches,” and be insufficient 
for the support of the owners. This has not 
been the experiehee of the French, Belgian, 
Bavarian, and Prussian farmers under the 
frecholding system. It would not be the 
Trish experience. The Irish peasantry would 
neither part with small farms to land specn- 
lators and monopolists nor yet divide them 
into “ patches” among their children. They

The Garcelon outrage in Maine has now 
been carried to the full extent of usurpation. 
The Governor and bis Council have persisted 
in their deliberate misconstruction of the 
law and their defiance of the Supreme Court. 
The Fusion members who were not elected 
took their seats, with two exceptions. A 
quorum was thus obtained in spite of the 
withdrawal of all the Republicans except 
Eugene Hale (who remained to represent the 
Republican protest), and the fraudulent 
Legislature was thus organized.

The scheme to steal 
the State was deliberate, and comprehended 
the codperation of all parties necessary to it. 
To look to the Democratic party for any 
sacrifice of partisan advantage to principle 
or justice is simply quixotic. If there shall 
yet be any retreat from the infamous scheme 
in Maine, it will be before a force of public 
opinion which the Democratic party will no 
longer dare to defy, or with the conscious- 
ness of guilt before a menace and fear of 
violence. So long ag unscrupulousness and 
bravado will serve the Democratic purpose 
there will be no serious defection in the ranks 
of. the revolutionists. 

Gareelon exhibited an effrontery that 
was astonishing even as coming from him 
when he submitted the Supreme Court opin- 
ion to his creatures and invoked their care- 
ful consideration of the same,” after having 
openly defied it himself.

It was very much like advis- 
ing a careful administration upon the pꝗs- 
sessions of a man who had been murdered 
and plundered. \ 

The Gareelon crowd would never have 
dared to go to the extreme of actual revolu- 
tion if it had not received tacit approval and 
actual encouragement from the Democratic 
party at large.

Coles Bashford served his term as Governor, 
and was refused a renomination by his party. 
It subsequently transpired that, while in office 
he had received a bonus of $50,000 in railroad 
bonds issued as a corruption fund to secure a 
land-grant Legislature. He lost his ill-gotten 
fortune, however, in the panic of 1857; was sub- 
13 appointed by Lincoln Governor of 
Arizona; was elected delegate from that Ter- 
ritory to Co ; was afterwards appointed 
Secretary of State of the same Territory, and 
died there a year or two ago. 

Barstow established a bank at Janesville, but 
that also failed in the panic. He went to the 
War as Colonel of a cavalry regiment, and con- 
tracted in the service a fatal di „of which 
he died poor and among strangers at Leaven- 
worth, and was buried by the hands of charity. 

Judge A. D. Smith retired from the Bench at 
the end of his term, was appointed a Tax-Com- 
missioner during the War for one of the 
Southern districts, obtained leave of absence, 
and died on his way to Wisconsin. 

Chief-Justice Whiton lived and adorned the 
Bench for several years afterwards, and. at his 
death was succeeded by L. 8. Dixon. 3

A Slap at Edison.

Mr. Edison ought to know that the public 
will not be disposed to put its faith in him 
much longer if he does not take prompt 
measures for narrowing the gap between his 
fulness of promises and his lack of perform- 
ance concerning the electric light. He ought 
also to be informed that the delay in putting 
his invention to a test which can be accepted 
as a searching and impartial test has already 
affected not only the reputation which he has 
acquired as a mechanical genius, 1f not as an 
instructed man of science and a competent 
electrician, but also his reputation as an in- 
ventor devoted singly to his own pursuit. It 
is extensively believed that (to speak in the 
language of lamps) he has turned the light 
alternately on and off the progress of his in- 
vention in a manner unpleasantly favorable 
to the manipulation of gas stocks. The hold- 
ers of gas stocks have not forfeited their 
rights as citizens by buying gas stocks, and, 
although they would have no right to com- 
plain if their investments were suddenly de- 
stroyed by the invention of a light better and 
cheaper than gas, they certainly have a clear 
right to complain if delusive r 
of the invention of such a light are so put 
about that stock-jobbers may make use of 
them effectively to depress the price of A ow 
stocks.

THE SCRIPTURE SYNONYM FOR CHICAGO. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 


Cuicaco, Jan. 7.—All should be deeply 
grateful that the vexed question. of the sig- 


| nificance of the name Chicago is finally set 


at rest. The idea that it was synonymous 
with Skunk-town was revolting to the fas- 
tidious, and the argument by which that def- 
inition was established for atime was not at 
all satisfactory to the philologist or to the 
student of Scripture history and Indian tra- 


dition. Now we admit that in the native 


dialect Shicag meant strong, and was ap- 
plied to skunks, onions, grizzly bears, Niag- 
ara Falls, or anything that to any sense ex- 
presses great power. The French spelled it 
Chicag, for they pronounce ch as the English 
pronounce sh. But when we recollect that 
the Indians were the lost tribes of Israel, 
that their language was derived. from the 
original Hebrew, with such variations and 
provincialisms as 4,000 years of illiteracy 
would engraft upon it, we see the striking 
similarity between this word and the primi- 


tive Hebrew name Samson: it is also ve 
similar to the name Goliath; both of whic 
names were, as all know, spelled in a 
variety of ways, and so susceptible of 
great modifications in the course of 
a few thousand years’ transmission 
from father to son by mere oral tradition, 
where there were no writings to keep the 
bea . Something like a century. before 
John Forsyth’s deed an Indian Chief named 
Chicagoti wrote to France from here, and so 
got into a European history. As he and his 
ancestors had been 80 ae illiterate, it is by 
no means probable that
